HAYMARKET THEATRE. 

We understand that Her Majesty, before leaving this Theatre, 
on Tuesday eveoing, communicated to the manager through the 
Marquis of Conyngham, her satisfaction of the entertainments she 
had witnessed, Last night The Nervous Man and the Man of 
Nerve, O Flannigan and the Fairies, and A Wife fora Day, 
formed a most altractive bill of fare. The epirited lessee has in= 
troduced a new feature in the arrangement of this Theatre, which 
is likely to be very effect. The orchestra, by means of noiseless 
machinery is made to atrcend to the level of the stage, between 
the acts of the different pieces, thus throwing out the force of 
the instrumental performance with greatly heightened musical 
effect. Previcus to the rise of the curtain, the orchestra descends 
with the same noi-eless ease and facility with which it was raised 
so that no inconvenience arises from the transition. 

Spontini, the celebrated composer, was at Napies whenNourrit 
put an end to his life, and hastened fruitlessly in questof him oa 
the night be withdrew from the SanCarlos, indignant at the insult 
which some secret enemies bad offered bim in his last melancholy 
performance. Had Spontini fell in withthe poor feliow, he might 
bave sooth him, and prevented bis untimely death, It is much 
to be regretted that Nourrit, who bas left four young children, 
and his widow enceinte of another, has amassed very littie for- 
tune in the eighteen years, during which he was on the stage, 
and in the enjoyment of the utmost public favor. Though a 
most amiable honorable mao, and much esteemed and liked byall, 
he was so weak minded that the slightest criticism affected him 
te the utmost degree. Theeng»sgement of Duprez at ihe Grand 
Opera was the main origin of his melancholy, which went on in- 
creasing in Italy. Nourrit should have remembered that bis ape 
pearance at the Academie Royale had put anecd to the fame of 
his own father, who himseif had removed from the stage, Lainez, 
a singer in much vogue.

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During Persiani’s engegement at Naples, in 1835, as she was 


one evening dressing for the second act of Lucia di Lummer- 
more, in which she had just been singing, a lady eatered her 
dressing room, and after complimenting ber on her singing in a 
tone of voice which betokened the bighest admiration, adued in 
a playful! key,‘ and is this beautiful hair your own ?’ The long 
and thick tresses of Madame Persiani resisting the band which 
was playing with them, the lady added, ‘ Wall, as 1 have no 
crown of flowers to offer you, let me weave you one with your 
own hair.’ The stranger waa the gifted Malibrin. Eveo then, as in 
a dream, she was conscious that death would soon fade the crown 
she had so richly earned, and wished with her own hands to 
aonoint her successor.
